Hog and Cattle Market Curbed By Price Ceiling I HEL L L ET LOOSE' 
GERMANS CLAIM 


BUT REDS HOLD

CHICAGO. May 12—(A1)—Prices of hogs and cattle which 
farmers ship to slaughtering centers apparently 
were 
frozen 
within certain limits today as if expressly included, instead 
of 
exempt, among ceilings now gov erning wholesale markets. 
After observ ing the m arket's behav ior y esterday , the 
first 
day in which blanket ceilings w ere in effect, liv estock experts 
expressed belief the anti-inflation 
strait-jacket 
on 
beef 
and 
pork prices applied with almost equal rigidity to the liv e animals. 
As long as wholesale m eat prices hold near 
those ceilings, 
they said. this stability is likely to be transm itted to 
the 
liv e 
m arket 
In other words, unless there is a rev ision of the whole­ 


sale ceilings, liv e cattle and hogs can go down, but not up, 
at 
least not much. 
Ceilings on retail meat will go into effect Monday . Mutton 
and lamb are exempt from restrictions in both the wholesale and 
retail trade. 
Liv estock men do not look for outright freezing of cattle and 
hog prices 
They expect local supply and demand conditions to 
continue to play an important role. 
On the other hand, they could not forecast what the markets 
would do with any material expansion in 
receipts, 
such 
as 
normally occurs In the hog trade late in the summer. 
They said increased domestic consumer demand for meat, 
large army requirements and heav y lcnd-leasc mov ement or pork 


abroad was holding meats at or near ceilings now, 
Lend-lease 
pork buy ers hav e been pay ing more than ceiling prices recently . 
No liv estock man could tell just what the liv e market ceil- 
rigs are. 
C ho i c e and prime steers hav e backed down almost a dollar a 
hundred pounds from peaks reached in April and now are about 
rn line with the av erage at the close of March. Cattle topped at 
115.60 a hundredweight here y esterday , howev er, compared with 
a fiv e-y ear peak of $17.25 two weeks ago. 
Ho„s hav e declined about 50 cents from the mid-April high 
but an 
.s lig htly higher than the peak in March. On March 30 top 
was s n 9 5 and av erage was $13.77. 
Yesterday top was $14.10 
and av erage just under $14.

Don’t “ride” the dutch pedal. This 
practice of driving wilh the foot rest­ 
ing on the clutch pedal is common in 
heavy traffic where frequent gear 
shifting is necessary. It results in pre­ 
mature wear of the clutch facings and 
clutch throwout bearing ami will 
neci-ssitato frequent adjustment. 
You can check the clutch pedal ad­ 
justment yourself. There should he at 
least one inch of free movement of the 
pedal before the clutch starts to dis­ 
engage. Thaamount of “play” can be 
determined by moving the pedal down 
with a slight hand pressure. 
The free movement will become less 
as the mileage on the car increases. If 
fret* movement of much less than one 
inch is noted, the clutch pedal con­ 
nections should be adjusted. Your 
dealer can make this adjustment, but 
if you are mechanically inclined you 
will find that the length of the rod is 
controlled by an adjustable clevis 
under the front of the floorboard. 
And here is something to remember 
if you want to get maximum acceler­ 
ation witho ut waste of gasoline: Shift 
from first to seco nd below IO miles an 
hour, shift fro m seco nd to high about 
2 5 miles a n ho ur.

food requirement. In 1911 the 
word “v itamin" was horn, but no 
real ap p lication of the scientific 
knowledge of v itamins was made 
until about 1920, Since then we 
hav e, of course, become v ery v ita­ 
min conscious. 
With wartime conditions we are 
forced by necessity to make ad­ 
justments in our food habits. Only 
one feature of this has really hit 
us yet, which is sugar rationing. 
It has often been suggested by offi­ 
cial sources within the p ast few 
weeks that substitutes for sugar 
can be used, such as corn syrup , 
molasses, honey, etc. This is a p er­ 
fectly sensible suggestion so far 
as science is concerned. 
Corn syrup has for many years 
been adv ocated by children's sp e­ 
cialists to be added to formulae for 
bottle feeding because infants can 
digest it better than table sugar 
and it fits all nutritional require­ 
ments. 
The p ractical objection to these 
substitutes is that the sup p ly is 
ev en more limited than that of or­ 
dinary table sugar. I am told by 
wholesale grocers that the eco­ 
nomic structure of the country has 
not been geared to the manufac­ 
ture of molasses, corn syrup or 
honey in any quantity. 
Incidentally, our ancestors nev ­ 
er knew what our table sugar 
tasted like. Their sweetening was 
in the form of honey. To show this, 
the words "diabetes mellitus” were 
attached to the disease in the day 
when there was no such thing as 
sugar. “Mellitus" means, literally, 
honey. 
Processed Foods in Wartime 
We are also being adv ised that 
we eat too much sugar, that we 
hav e been eating too much sugar 
and that the rationing will hav e a 


healthy effect. We are told this by 
the same p eop le who told us a few 
months ago that 95 million Ameri­ 
cans were in a state of semi-star­ 
v ation. 
Nev ertheless, we are in for a 
number of changes in our eating 
habits. In an interv iew with one 
of the recognized authorities on 
nutrition in the United States, he 
told 
me that undoubtedly th# 
American p eop le are going to hav e 
to get used to p rocessed foods, and 
when the word p rocessed is used it 
really means that. W’e can not af­ 
ford, with our limited rolling stock 
and ship p ing, to transp ort water 
around the world, so we will hav e 
to use dried foods to which water 
will be added before they are p ut 
on the table. 
The av erage p erson, left to his 
instincts, selects a diet with con­ 
siderable scientific accuracy. As a 
matter of fact, science learned 
what the dietary requirements of 
the av erage man were by watch­ 
ing the av erage man eat. You were 
not told by science what you should 
eat, but on the contrary, you told 
science. You p robably eat about 
3,000 calories a day. The foods 
you eat are two-thirds carbo­ 
hydrates, one-sixth p roteins and 
one-sixth fat by weight. You se­ 
lect instinctiv ely foods which con­ 
tain the requisite mineral salts and 
v itamins as well as the requisite 
caloric content. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
J. W. H.:—Besides being p ain­ 
ful, is p leurisy serious? Is there 
any remedy for reliev ing it other 
than heat? 
Answer: Pleurisies, in a certain 
number of cases, turn into tuber­ 
culosis and to that extent they are 
dangerous. Besides the treatment 
by heat, it is help ful to healing and 
comfort to hav e the side strap p ed 
up with adhesiv e tap e so that th# 
amount of motion is diminished.
